Dontzettt.—This celebrated composer, after an absence of two 
years from Italy, recently visited his native town of Bergamo, for 
the purpose of directing the performance of bis Opera, L’Esule dé 
Roma. Upos this occasion his towosmen celebrated bis arrival 
among them by a very affecting oration. The first representation 
of Donizetti’s Opera took place on the 12th ult. and the maestro 
had composed for the occasion a new overture, which was received 
with such eothosiastic bursts of applause, that the rising of the cur- 
tain was retarded long after the usual period. Among the musi- 
cians who took a part io the performance of this overture were 
Donizetti and Marini, both natives of Bergamo, who played with 
great spirit. Each successive movemeot was received with nu- 
merous bravos, and at the grand adagio of the second act a shower 
of wreaths and sonnets fell on the composer who was directing in 
the orchestra. After the performance, DoniZetti and his old teacher 
Mayer, were forcibly placed in a triumphal car, drawa by the ex. 
cited youths of Bergamo, and reconducted, to the sound of musical 
instruments and by torch light to the maestro’s hotel, where the 
members of the Academia Philbarmopica, gave bim a serenade. 
To solemnize the occasion of Donizetti's visit, the town of Bergamo 
bas ordered one of its most eminent scalptors to execute a bust of 
the composer, which will be placed in the Hall of the Atheneum, 
by the side of that of Tasso. 

Monument to Moliere.—The execution of the monument to 
Moliére at the corner of Rue de Richelieu, aud the Rue Traver- 
siére, Paris, has rendered it necessary to sacrifice another bouse, 
which is now being pulled down in order to afford sufficient room, 
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The monument will be composed of a niche, with columns in front, 
and crowned with a pediment ornamented with dramatic attributes. 
Within the pediment will be a gonins holding a garland over the 
head of a statue of the great dramatist, placed in the niche on a pe- 
destal, in the attitude of contemplation. On each side of the 
pedestal will be two otber statues, representing Comedy in different 
moods. The base will be adorned with several masks, whence 
water will fall into a basin. The inscriptions will be on the pedi- 
ment :—‘* A Moliére.” On one side of the pedestal, ‘* Né 4 Paris 
le 15 Janvier,1622 ;”on another, “ Mort aParis, le 17 Février, 1763 ; 
and on the other faces of the pedestal the titles of all bis works.
